Hungry people wishing to eat lined 
up in the street in front of restau- 
rants and waited for their turns at 
the tables. 


Special trains 
from 
Minnesota 


brought 500 royal rooters for the 
beefy gophers. 
Nearly the 
whole 


student body of Ann Arbor institu- 
tion was present. • The streets were 
a 
confused 
pageant 
of ribbons, 


megaphones, chrysanthemums 
and 


flags. 


The atmosphere was continuously 


agitated by the shrieks of enthus- 
iastic students. 
Ann Arbor was a 


seething mass of pent up enthusiasm 
let loose. There were only, two quiet 
spots in the town. One was at the 
Cook house, where Dr. Williams, the 
Minnesota coach, was going over for 
the last time his instructions to the 
team.

By every church in Fort Wayne to- 


day Thanksgiving day was observed 
with appropriate services and thou- 
sands, attested their gratitude for the 
manifold blessings' ot the year. The 
unpleasant weather kept many at 
home, but notwithstanding the snow 
and wet, the attendance at every 
church was large. 


At the First Presbyterian church, 


the congregations of Westminster. 
Third and Bethany Presbyterian and 
Calvary United Brethren churches 
united and the seating capacity of the 
large auditorium was 'barely sufficient 
to accommodate the people in attend- 
ance at the services. The choir gave 
a special musical program and Kev. 
J. Budman Fleming, of Westminster 
Presbyterian church, preached the 
sermon. 


BEV. FLEMING'S SERMON. 


Rev. Fleming's text was Revela- 


tion 11, 17: "We give Thee thanks 
0 Lord God Almighty, which art and 
wast and art to come; because Thou 
has taken to Thee Thy great power 
and hast reigned." 
Rev. Fleming 


spoke in part as follows: 


'Tho verb 'render thanks' is to be 


found nowhere else in the book of 
Revelation. 
It is used frequently 


in the Epistles, but iu none of the 
gospels except John. John had the 
sweetest experience that ever hap- 
pened to any Christian, that of pil- 
lowing his head 
on the 
Master's 


breast. John was the apostle of love 
and was also the apostle of Thanks- 
giving. We have before us the sug- 
gestion that our thanksgiving will 
b« in proportion to our love; he who 
loves will give much and hu who 
loves little will give thanks accord- 
ingly. 


"In the text it is the angels who 


said 'we give Thee thanks.' What 
they saw was the, kingdom of God 
on earth, the church of Jesus Christ 
firmly established so that the gates 
of hell could not prevail against it. 
They saw the victory of right over 
wrong. Why should they be thank- 
ful for thisP 
Simply because of 


their interest in human kind. The 
angels are interested in we of this 
earth because we are creatures 
of 


intelligence created after the image 
of 
feod. 


•It is not my purpose this morn- 


ing to quote statistics giving rea- 
sons why we should give thanks, al- 
though it would be appropriate and 
interesting. But it should mase us 
thankful when we think that it re- 
quires two billion bushels of corn, 
seventy million, bushels . of wheat, 
fifty-five million, bushels of barley, 
twelve million bushels of rye, twen- 
ty-eight million cattle, forty million 
sheep and thirty million swine an- 
nually to feed the American people, 
and the supply is forthcoming every 
year. 
REASONS FOR THANKSGIVING. 


'My purpose is to lay down some 


of the fundamental 
reasons for 


thanksgiving. 
When Dr. Johnson 


had delivered the last of his manu- 
script for his dictionary, his pub- 
lisher said, 'Thank God I am done 
with that fellow.' And Johnson 
said, 'I am glad he thanks God for 
something.' 
Some 
of us 
do not 


thank God for anything. I wish to 
give some reasons for thankfulness. 
First, we should consider carefully 
the thought of a God, a moment, an 
eternity; God who sees us, a moment 
that flees from us and an eternity 
that awaits us. Many an unfinished 
picture is left on the easel, many a 
book is left uncompleted by the au- 
thor and many a building plan has 
been left unfinished by the archi- 
tect. Why? Because man's time is 
limited; he undertakes but cannot 
carry to completion. 
But 
God is 


eternal and all He undertakes will be 
finished because He is eternal. 


"We have absolute confidence in 


seed time, in the harvest time, 
in 


the succession of day and night and 
the coming of the seasons at their 
proper time. It means much to us 
that God is all-powerful. 
All the 


other attributes of the divine nature 
depend on His power. His love and 
grace would not be effective withoxit 
His power. 


LEGEND OF EZRA. 


"There is a legend in one of the 


unauthorized gospels which Is re- 
ferred to In the Koran, which says 
that Ezra was one day passing the 
city of Jerusalem after its destruc- 


tion and thinking that it would be 
impossible for 
Uod to restore it to 


its ancient 
grandeur and power, 


when God struck him. dead. He lay 
where he fell for a hundred years 
and then God brought him to life. 
He looked about him and saw the 
bones of the ass he had been riding 
lying scattered about. 
Tnen God 


called together the bones of the ani- 
mal, put flesh upon them and re- 
animated the beast and he brayed. 
Ezra then discovered that the basket 
of figs and the cruse of wine he had 
been carrying for food and drink 
were as fresh as they had been 100 
years before, 
lie said, 'I know God 


can do all thvse things.' 


"We should give thanks for this 


power of God for without it He could 
not break open the tomo and resur- 
rect us. The text represents God as 
taking to Himself this great power. 
It seems that He has laid aside this 
great power and ..then taken it up 
again. 
We remember Jesus said 


'I lay down my life and I will take 
it up again.' In the case of Job sa- 
tan was seeking for the tie that 
bound the heart of the believer to 


God. 
Satan said, 'It is because Thou 


hast blessed Job and made him rich. 
Destroy what he has and he 
will 


curse Thee.' And God said, 'He is 
in thy power, destroy all he has, 
but do not touch iiis person.' When 
all was gone Job Still believed. Then 
satau. said, 'It ie in his person. Just 
let me touch his person and he will 
curse Thee and be as wicked as I.' 
God said, 
His 
person is 
in thy 


hands, but spare his life.' God laid 
down His power and permitted satan 
to tempt His servant, but He took 
it up again.

TO FORCE VOTING MACHINES 


BILL TO MAKE THEM COMPUL- 


SORY IN MARION COUNTY. 


Author of Bill Will Not Object to an 


Amendment for Large Cities 


of tho State. 


Indianapolis, 
Nov. 
27.—Voting 


machines will be used in the India- 
napolis municipal election next fall, 
if a bill Representative-elect Gran- 
ville H. Wright 
is preparing be- 


comes a law. 


The bill will make tho use of ma- 


chines compulsory in Marion county. 
It'will authorize the county commis- 
sioners to issue bonds for the specific 
purpose of buying machines. 


Tho commissioners s^y that unless 


there is a provision of this sort, the 
county would not be able to buy the 
machines until the county election, 
two years 
from 
now, because the 


county reform law prohibits the is- 
suance of county bonds except to re- 
fund 
other bonds or to meet 
ex- 


penses '.'other than current running 
expenses," and tho county's current 
revenue for next year is all appro- 
priated. 


The commissioners hold that ma- 


chines are "current running ex- 
penses," but some others say they 
would not be, especially if the legis- 
lature should 
pass a law making 


their use compulsory. 


However this may be, the bill will 


probably contain the provision, 
so 


this issue can not interfere with get- 
ting machines for the • city election. 


Mr. Wright's bill, as he plans to 


introduce it, will be compulsory only 
for counties over 100,000 in popula- 
tion—Marion county is the only one 
in the state. 
The use of machines 


will be optional with smaller coun- 
ties. 


However, if other of the represen- 


tatives of the other larger counties 
in the state wish the bill to apply 
to cities of over 50,000, Mr. Wright 
will have no objection to the amend- 
ment. 


The idea in making 
the compul- 


sory provision applicable only to 
Marion county is to escape the an- 
tagonism 
of the small 
counties, 


where the people do not feel the nec- 
essity of machines as much as it is 
felt iu Indianapolis.

BLAZE INSALOON 


PEABSE'S "THIBST PARLOR" IS 


BADLY SCOBCHED. 


LIVELY EARLY 'MORNING FIRE 


BESULTED FROM AN OVER- 


HEATED FUBNACE. 


LOSS ESTIMATED AT $2,500 


ADJACENT STOBES SUSTAIN A 


SMOKE DAMAGE. 


Damage which, it is estimated, will 


approximate $2,500, resulted from 
fire in the "Thirst Parlor" saloon of 
Frank 
D. 
Pearse, 
732 Calhoun 


street, early today, when an over- 
heated furnace communicated flames 
to the joists anci flooring above it. 
Other business houses adjacent, in- 
cluding the big store of the Frank 
Dry Goods company and the Colum- 
bia 'Candy Kitchen, suffered consid- 
erably from smoke damage. 
The 


building in which the fire originated 
i.s owned by the TTcd^kin "state r.nd 
all the losses are covered by insur- 
ance. 


The iblazs when discovered shortly 


before 6 o'clock had been in progress 
for some time, and located as it was 
in the heart of the down town busi- 
ness district, threatened for a time to 
be a disastrous one, though the fire- 
men wore never so apprehensive as to 
deem a general alarm necessary. En- 
gine companies 1, 3 and 5 fought the 
blaze and conquered it after nearly 
an hour of lively work. 


SMOKE REVEALED IT. 


Will Crites, night clerk at Gus 


Moritz's Victoria cafe, which abuts 
the Pearse snloon at the rear, was the 
first to notice the flames, and his at- 
tention was called to the trouble 
when his own place filled with smoke, 
and Crites made a hurried round of 
the adjacent buildings to seek the 
cause. 
From the rear door of the 


Pearse saloon he located the trouble. 
William Tegtmeyer, night watch- 
man at the Old National bank, was in 
the restaurant at the time, and he 
hurried to the Postal telegraph office, 
from which place the alarm was 
turned in by telephone at 
5:52 


o'clock. 


By this time the Pearse saloon, 


with other buildings adjacent, were 
densely filled with smoke. 
Inside 


the saloon for a large area immedi- 
ately over the furnace the floor had 
burned through. 
The flames had 


swept up the south wall of the build- 
ing, backward to a balcony at the 
rear of the room and across the ceil- 
ing to the north side of the building. 


Draperies, wall decorations and ex- 


pensive furniture were furnishing 
food for the flames, and before the 
fire H'.T? conquered much of the equip- 
ment was in ruins. A cuckoo clock 
in the path of the flames stopped 
with its hands pointing at 6:05. Un- 
able to gain an entrance at first from 
the front, the firemen worked from 
the rear of the building, and it re- 
quired the liveliest sort of work to 
get the upper hand of the flames rag- 
ing beneath the floor. Before Mr. 
Pearse arrived from his home the 
firemen had the flames under control, 
and the proprietor made his way to 
the office in the balcony where $120 
in silver had been left when the place 
was closed last night. The coin was 
so hot that it could barely be 
handled. 


Broken glass, debris and 
water 


added to the fire damage on the ex- 
pensive 
bar equipment, and Mr. 


Pearse believes the loss upon this will 
be heavy. 
The surplus stock of 


liquors in the cellar escaped injury, 
though the whole building suffered 
from the general wrecking inevitable 
in such cases. 
Mr. Pearse's insur- 


ance is $2,000, and he said this morn- 
ing that his loss would be very close 
to that figure. 


SOME OTHEB LOSERS. 


The Columbia Candy Kitchen upon 


the south, owned by Pantazin & Hor- 
ritos, 
suffered 
considerably 
from 


smoke and water, particularly in the 
basement, where the manufacturing 
department was located. 
The fire 


had crept through from the adjoin- 
ing basement, and water thrown into 
the candy house to quench it wrought 
havoc in the starch room and to hun- 
dreds of pounds of finished candies. 
The firm carries insurance of $2,000, 
which will protect them from loss. 


The building of the Frank Dry 


Goods 
company 
was 
filled with 


smoke, but neither fire nor water en- 
tered the place. The smoke was soon 
expelled, however, and the firm's 
loss is slight. Other stores in close 
range also suffered somewhat from 
smoke. 


Mr. Pearse says the last of his em- 


ployes left the building: at 2 o'clock 
this morning, and that at that hour 
there wns no indication of danger. 
He believes the fire due to the gas 
pressure rising toward the morning 


hours, and it must have been burn- 
ing for a considerable time before the 
discovery was made. 
The furnace 


was encased in brick, with a galvan- 
ised iron cap across the top. it was 
used all last winter, and was pre- 
sumed to be entirely safe. 


Later in the day somebody tele- 


phoned the department that the fir< 
at Pearse's had broken 
out afrjsli 


and the chemical engine responded 
t& the still alarm, but the report 
proved erroneous.
